body was taken last evening when 
the Rhode Island Bus Company 
provided bus service between the 
Kingston station and the campus to 
relieve the pressure on transpor- 
tation after the 8:30 train. 

The bus fare from the station to 
the campus Is 10 cents, 

President Carl R. Woodward, af- 
ler conferences with bus company 
officials and other persons con- 
cerned with the college transpor- 
tation situation, announced that 
starting next Monday, Oct. 28, 


there would be additional bus serv- 
' Ice to various points. 


The proposed bus service to and 
from the college to specified points 
is detailed in the schedule printed 
on page 3. Clip it out for future 
reference. 


The bus arrangement was effect- 
ed after students had vigorously 
protested the hiking of the cost of 
the fare between the station and 
the college which previously had 
been 25 cents a trip, but which was 
doubled this fall. Even before the 
Beacon had published a letter 
signed by many students protest- 
ing the increase, President Wood- 
ward had Inititated steps to find 
a solution, or at least an allevia- 
tion of the transportation problem 
which had become complicated 
with more than 1800 students on 
campus. 


More than 750 cars are registered 
with the campus police, posing for 
the college traffic force a prob- 
lem of their own to keep parking 
areas properly assigned, and roads 
cleared, 


The danger to students walking 
to and classes has been point- 
ed out by college authorities in 
warning ageinst jay-walking, me- 
andering, and dashing across roads 
between cars,

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A LETTER TO THE EDITOR 
Dear Editor: 

Seems as if a prominent woman once made a tour of 
Army encampments abroad during the war. When, upon 
her return to the U. S., she was asked by a jeporter what 
She thought of our men overseas, she replied that they 
seemed like good men to carry on a war. but she doubted 
that they would ever be fit to mingle again with our innocent 
American women. 

This thought was held, not only by the prominent 
woman, but by many other observers. some in academic cir- 
cles. When the educational benefits under the GI Bil] were | 
announced, many people who were associated with our In- | 
stitutions of higher learning reasoned thusly: Truly, the | 
men-deserve this opportunity, but how will they fit in with | 
the general student body, the women in particular? Won't 
they be a little rough? At least a trifle unpolished? Maybe 
there should be some means of segregating them, or some- 
thing. 

Well, here at Rhode Island State, we have all had oe 
ple opportunity to observe—and form our own conclusions. | 
Judging by what is to be seen, the American Government— 
if roughness is to be used as a standard—made one gross 
error in conducting this war, The women, instead of the | 
men, should have been drafted. From experience, it can 
honestly be said that the women here have done a far more | 
thorough job of pushing him around than any first sergeant 
ever did. He, and other so-called rough, tough men back 
from the wars, have shared the novel (although now com- 
mon) experience in patiently “sweating it out” in the small 
caf only, at the last minute, to be brutally shoved aside by 
4 group of innocent co-eds.
